Seven  members  of  one  of 
ULowell’s  service-oriented  clubs 
oined  Chet  Atkins  in  the  Con¬ 
cord  River  clean-up  project  last 
Saturday. 

For  years,  the  bank  of  one  side 
of  the  Concord  River  between 
Rogers  and  Lawrence  Streets  in 
Lowell  had  been  collecting  not 
only  enough  garbage  to  fill  three 
industrial  dumpsters,  but  also  a 
bad  smell.  The  mile  of  property 
had  become  the  final  resting  place 
of  car  parts,  bags  of  baby  shoes, 
a  rusty  shotgun,  and  a  deer  car¬ 
cass,  among  other  things.  But 
Steve  Marchacos  wanted  to 
change  that. 

Marchacos;  a  former  CIA 
agent,  sailing  instructor,  en¬ 
vironmentalist,  and  Boy  Scout; 
was  working  with  Chet  Atkins 


and  others  on  the  possability  of 
having  an  international  kayaking 
tournament  in  Lowell’s  Concord 
River. 

Everything  was  going  well. 
Support  and  enthusiasm  for  the 
event  began  to  move  forward  and 
with  only  two  weeks  before  the 
race,  Marchacos  ran  into  two 
snags:  a  filthy  put-in  location  and 
a  low  river. 

Although  making  rain  raise  the 
river’s  water  level  was  beyond 
even  Marchacos’  abilities;  clean¬ 
ing  up  the  river’s  edge  wasn’t. 
Chaco,  as  he  is  best  known, 
began  to  call  in  favors  from  his 
friends  at  the  Lowell  Park  Ser¬ 
vice,  the  Scouting  program,  and 
the  city’s  political  machine. 
Atkin’s  presence  ensured  that  the 
event  would  raise  state-wide 
media  attention. 


Seven  members  of  ULowell’s 
Delta  Phi  Psi  Society  for  Service 
and  Equality  joined  concerned  ci¬ 
ty  residents,  employees  of  the 
Park  Service,  and  50  enthusiastic 
kids  from  Lowell’s  Butler  and 
Bartlett  schools  in  the  5  hour 
clean-up  of  the  Concord  River. 

Dominoes  and  Burger  King 
supplied  the  rewards  for  their 
hardwork,  that  and  the 
knowledge  that  the  job  was  well 
done. 

The  kayaking  event  will  be  held 
during  Easter  weekend  and 
should  attract  dozens  of  the  best 
kayakers  in  the  world. 

Marchacos  hopes  that  the  river 
stays  clean  even  after  the  com¬ 
petition  is  over.  Some  have  stated 
that  the  state  should  purchase  the 
land  and  create  a  scenic  walkway 
with  it.

Farillmes  gets  a  B'  for  respon¬ 
ding  fairly  quickly  to  requests  to 
have  the  lights  brought  up  on  the 
South  Campus  Quad.  It’s  good  to 
know  that  the  university  considers 
safety  a  higher  priority  than  the 
budget. 

Trustees  Smith.  Jackson,  and 
Villers  get  the  highest  grades  for 
their  work  pushing  for  student 
causes  throughout  the  year.  The 
trustees  are  the  ruling  body  of  the 
university  and  it  is  good  to  know 
that  they  respond  to  student 
concerns. 

The  Office  of  University  Life 
gets  a  ‘B’  in  recognition  of  the 
sheer  effort  that  they  put  in. 

Paul  Tsongas,  Head  of  the 
Regents,  will  be  seeing  a  ‘C-’  on 
his  transcript  unless  he  tries  a  lit¬ 
tle  harder  for  the  university.  He’s 
got  a  big  job  now  and  can  toss  a 
little  weight  around,  but  ULowell 
continues  to  face  severe  budget 
cuts  while  other  schools  are 
receiving  more  money  than  they 
deserve. 

Charlie  Ryan,  the  Student 
Government  President,  gets  an 
‘A-’.  He  would  have  gotten  a  4.0, 
but  he  didn’t  organize  the  Student 
Militia. 

Our  own  Mary  Connelly,  the 
Student  Activities  Director,  is  up 
for  a  4B-’.  She  puts  in  a  lot  of 
good  work,  but  she  doesn’t 
always  work  and  play  well  with 
the  student  leaders. 

A  big  ‘C’  goes  out  to  our  own 
president,  William  T.  Hogan. 
Although  he  has  brought  high 
esteem  to  the  university  within 
the  state  and  fought  very  hard  on 
our  budget,  he  still  can  not  see  the 
problems  the  students  see  every 
day.  Parking  continues  to  be  a 
major  embarasment  and  the 
university  is  not  responding  pro¬ 
perly  to  the  concerns.

tivities  Commission,  and  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate. 

Demers  anticipates  a  positive 
reaction  from  King. 

The  proposal  mentions  that  the 
new  system  will  necessitate  an 
amendment  to  the  SGA  constitu¬ 
tion  protecting  the  student  media 
related  organizations  from 
persecution  because  of  editorial 
positions  or  coverage. 

In  the  new  organization  of  the 
budget  process  the  committee 
would  compile  the  individual 
budget  requests  into  one  large 
document.  The  document  would 
then  be  submitted  for  approval  to 
the  Student  Senate,  Associate 
Vice  President  for  University 
Life,  and  the  President’s  Cabinet, 
in  that  order. 

Each  student  organization  will 
be  required  to  submit  to  the 
Budget  Committee  a  budget  pro¬ 
posal  sometime  early  in  the  se¬ 
cond  semester,  and  the  date  will 
be  determined  and  announced  by 
the  committee  no  later  than  the 


40th  day  of  classes  during  the  first 
semster. 

The  proposal  includes  the  crea¬ 
tion  of  a  separate  account  for 
Emergency  reserves  which  will 
be  required  to  contain  an  amount 
equal  to  at  least  5  percent  of  the 
total  Student  Activities  Fee  col¬ 
lected  during  the  current  fiscal 
year  as  of  June  30th. 

The  idea  behind  this  proposal 
had  its  genesis  at  one  of  the  Brain 
Trust  meetings  last  semester, 
where  a  number  of  student 
leaders  expressed  dissatisfaction 
with  the  administration  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Activities  Fee,  which  is  the 
only  fee  set  aside  specifically  for 
student  use.  It  funds  the  clubs,  the 
Senate,  the  Activities  Commis¬ 
sion,  the  “line  item“  clubs  like 
the  Connector  and  WJUL,  and 
the  Marching  Band. 

The  Committee,  once  its 
members  are  established,  will 
prepare  bylaws,  which  will  in¬ 
cluding  a  detailed  budget  process 
for  student  organizations  submit¬ 
ting  budgets.

SUNY-Albany  “Center  of  Carnal  Knowledge” 


(CPS)  -  Condoms  became  a  hot 
political  issue  at  yet  another  cam¬ 
pus  Feb.  21.  A  senior  state 
senator  who  helps  control  how 
much  money  public  campuses  get 
said  a  recent  “condom  dance” 
and  lecture  about  the  “G  spot” 
has  turned  the  State  University  of 
Ne*  York  at  .Albany  into  “a 
center  of  carnal  knowledge.” 

A  month  earlier,  administrators 
at  Knox  College  in  Illinois  decid¬ 
ed  to  delay  delivery  to  students  of 
“condomgrams”  intended  to  be 
used  in  an  .AIDS  (acquired  im¬ 
mune  dificiency  syndrome) 
prevention  program. 

Infact,  as  about  650  campuses 
around  the  country  tried  to 
observe  National  Condom  Week, 
the  little  protective  devices  pro¬ 
voked  struggles  over  the  proprie¬ 
ty  of  making  them  available  to 
students  at  Michigan’s  Grand 
Valley  State  College,  at  Big  Bend 
Community  College  in  Oregon 
and  at  the  universities  of  Utah  and 
Nebraska-Lincoln,  among  other 
places. 

The  late-February  controversy 
in  New  York  was  especially 
heated  because  state  Sen.  James 
Donovan,  who  blasted  SUNY- 
Albany’s  “Sexuality  Week,” 
also  chairs  the  state  Senate’s 
Education  Committee. 


Donovan  called  th  week’s  ac¬ 
tivities  an  example  of  “terribly 
misplaced”  campus  spending. 

The  dance,  he  charged, 
amounted  to  “four  hours  of  sex¬ 
ually  explicit  music.” 

But  SUNY-Albany 

spokeswoman  Christine 
McKnight  said  the  events  were 


less  racy  and  less  well-attended, 
only  38  people  showed  up  for  the 
Condom  Dance,  than  Donovan 
imagined.  The  “G  Spot”  lecture 
was  a  weighty  physiological  ex¬ 
position.  The  music  was 
“regular”  rock  ‘n’  roll. 


Such  struggles  over  condoms 
have  become  common.  At  Knox 
College  in  late  January,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  about  30  students  protested 
officials’  decision  to  delay  the 
“condomgrams.” 

“The  mailroom  requires  a 
return  address  so  students  don’t 
receive  harassing  or  upsetting 


mail  without  recourse  to  the 
sender,”  said  Dean  of  Students 
Connie  Sharp.  “Some  of  the  con¬ 
domgrams  were  sent  anonymous- 

iy” 

But,  swayed  by  the  students, 
Knox  administrators  relented, 


allowing  the  deliveries.  “With  a 
disease  as  serious  as  AIDS,  the 
college  believes  this  (AIDS 
education)  is  important,”  Sharp 
asserted. 

Similarly,  Southwest  Texas 
State  University  administrators  in 
early  January  reversed  an  earlier 
decision,  voting  to  allow  con¬ 
traceptives  to  be  distributed  on 
their  campus. 

The  action  came  after  a 
September  protest  in  which 

students  at  the  University  of 
Texas-Austin  promised  to 
“smuggle”  condoms  to  the 
Southwest  State  campus. 

Yet  at  the  University  of 
Nebraska-Lincoln,  housing  direc¬ 
tor  Doug  Zatechka  has  refused  to 
install  condom  machines  in  the 
dorms,  arguing  condoms  are  best 
obtained  at  the  student  health 
clinic.  In  defiance,  the  residents’ 
associations  of  two  dorms  voted 
Jan.  31  to  install  the  machines. 

“Since  it’s  (sexual  intercourse) 
going  to  happen  anyway,  we 
might  as  well  be  safe  about  it,” 
argues  dorm  rep  Belise  Draper, 
who  presented  the  resolution. 

Kean  College  in  New  Jersey, 
Connecticut  College  and  Ap¬ 
palachian  State  University  in 
North  Carolina  also  recently  have 
agreed  to  install  condom 
dispensers  on  their  campuses. 


The  Connector  recently 
faced  a  similar  situation. 
We  received  an  ad  for 
Easter  Eggs  filled  with 
contraceptives.  We  ran  it.

BETRA  YAL  9  Written  by 
Harold  Pinter.

Although  this  is  the  Merrimack 
Repertory  Theatre’s  tenth  season, 
BETRAYAL  is  the  first  produc¬ 
tion  that  I  have  seen.  The  reason 
for  my  oversight  was  that  I  never 
had  the  time?  I  didn't  know  where 
the  theatre  was  located?  I  was 
broke?  Actually,  all  of  the  above 
true.  Oh,  what  I’ve  been  missing! 

The  play  begins  in  1987  and 
retraces  the  steps  of  an  affair 
from  the  end  to  it’s  beginning  in 
1978.  Jerry  and  Robert  are  best 
friends.  Emma  is  Robert’s  wife 
and  she  is  having  (has  had)  an  af¬ 
fair  with  Jerry.  This  is  the  basic 
plot  of  BETRAYAL,  but  plot  is 
not  the  main  feature  of  this 
unusual  play.  The  use  of  reverse 
chronology  is. 

The  characters  on  stage  go 
through  the  motions  of  the  plot, 
but  they  keep  the  audience  en¬ 
thralled  with  their  intelligent  con¬ 
versations.  The  author  of  the  play 
(Harold  Pinter)  has  created 
characters  that  defend  themselves 


and  their  actions  through  the  use 
of  words  and  silences  and  this 
helps  to  hold  up  the  forecasted 
plotline.  The  dialogue  is  filled 
with  witty  comparisons  between 
books  and  life,  squash  and  life, 
and  work  and  life.  One  of  the  ma¬ 
jor  themes  of  the  play  is  the  rela¬ 
tionships  that  develop  throughout 
a  lifetime,  and  the  betrayals  that 
seem  to  be  a  part  of  them. 

Pinter’s  word  imagery  and 
reverse  chronology  are  not  the 
only  stars  of  this  production. 
Catherine  Cooper  gives  Emma  an 
air  of  respectability  after,  during, 
and  before  the  affair.  The  au¬ 
dience  accepts  her  betrayal,  and 
because  she  shows  us  the  effects 
that  the  betrayal  has  upon  her  life, 
we  also  sympathize  with  her. 
Jonathan  Epstein  controls  this 
show.  He  brings  an  energy  to 
Robert  that  is  conveyed  by  a 
domineering  performance.  In  all 
of  his  scenes,  he  controls  the  con¬ 
versation  and  seems  to  make  the 
other  actors  jump  through  rings. 

The  scenes  that  feature  Emma 
and  Robert  together  reveal  a 
strong  chemistry  between  these 
two  actors,  yet  there  is  no  ob¬ 
vious  chemistry  between  Emma 
and  Jerry.  In  fact,  because  of 
Jeremiah  Kissel’s  expressionless 
performance  as  J^rry,  I  wasn’t 
sure  of  the  reasor  for  their  affair.

Their  long  embraces,  lingering 
hand  holding  and  passionate 
kisses  were  passionless.  Jerry 
says  to  Emma  T  don’t  think  we 
don’t  love  each  other.’  I  wanted 
to  answer  ‘You  don’t,’  but  I 
didn’t.  Kissel  is  calm  onstage,  but 
that  isn’t  that’s  needed  for  a  good 
performance.  As  he  recites  his 
lines  I  got  the  feeling  that  that  was 
all  he  was  doing,  reciting  lines. 
There  was  no  emotion  behind 
them.  He  attacked  everything  that 
was  said  to  him  with  a  ferocious 
unthinking  quickness  that  made 
his  performance  unbelievable. 
Let’s  see  a  little  emotion  next 
time. 

What’s  that  mother  always  us¬ 
ed  to  say  ‘If  you  don’t  have 
anything  nice  to  say  then  don’t 
say  anything!’  Well  here’s  to  you 
Mom:  Harold  Pinter’s  writing  is 
superb.  Catherine  Cooper  and 
Jonathan  Epstein  are  fantastic  in 
their  scenes  together,  as  well  as 
those  apart  from  each  other. 
David  G.  Kent’s  use  of  silence  to 
heighten  the  drama  is  perfect  for 
this  play.  A  brooding  silence 
helps  to  set  the  mood  and  makes 
a  well-  rounded  complete  show. 
BETRAYAL  is  the  second  to  last 
performance  before  the  MRT 
ends  it’s  season;  but  if  they  were 
to  end  the  season  with  this 
show... What  a  high  note  that 
would  be!

Joining  AFROTC 


When  I  first  joined  AFROTC 
I  had  only  one  thing  in  mind,  to 
fly  fighter  jets.  I  had  recently  at¬ 
tended  an  air  show  at  Loring  Air 
Force  Base  where  the  USAF 
Thunderbirds  performed  their  in¬ 
credible  flying  act-I  was  hooked. 
The  day  after  the  show  I  began  to 
research  the  steps  I  needed  to  take 
to  become  an  Air  Force  pilot.  I 
had  no  college  experience  at  all 
and  had  been  out  of  High  School 
for  over  five  years.  Until  this 
point  in  time  I  had  no  interest  in 
a  college  education.  My  first  step 
was  to  schedule  a  meeting  at  the 
University  of  Lowell  with  the 
AFROTC’s  Recruiting  Officer. 
After  this  meeting  I  was  amazed 
at  the  amount  of  work  that  is  in¬ 
volved  in  becoming  a  USAF  pilot 
(in  hindsight,  I  didn’t  know  the 
half  of  it). 

In  my  hunger  to  become  a 
pilot,  I  failed  to  recognize  the 
most  important  step  necessary  in 
doing  so.  I  first  needed  to  become 
an  Air  Force  Officer,  initially, 
this  seemed  to  be  a  step  and  only 
a  step  necessary  to  achieve  my 
goal  of  flying  for  the  Air  Force. 
I  now  know  better.  I  am  current¬ 
ly  in  the  middle  of  my  third  year 
of  AFROTC.  In  these  three  short 
years  I  have  discovered  the  im¬ 


portance  of  officership.  My  quest 
for  Air  Force  wings  has  taken  se¬ 
cond  priority  to  my  now  equally 
desired  quest  for  Second  Lieute¬ 
nant  bars.* 

I  feel  that  the  majority  of 
ROTC  Cadets  share  a  story 
similar  to  mine.  Whether  they 
want  to  be  pilots,  accountants,  or 
doctors,  they  tend  to  overlook  the 
importance  or,  in  some  cases,  the 
existence  of  officership.  I  feel  this 
is  more  of  an  advantage  than  a 
disadvantage.  The  advantage  be¬ 
ing  that  one  is  able  to  contruct  his 
own  ideas  about  being  an  Officer 
and  is  free  to  decide  whether  or 
not  he  is  ready  for  the  commit¬ 
ment.  The  result  of  my  freedom 
to  choose  is  that  I  am  still  in  the 
program.  The  overall  result 
within  the  Corps  is  that  of  dedica¬ 
tion.  The  people  in  the  program 
are  there  because  they  want  to  be. 

One  of  the  more  interesting 
things  I  have  learned  from  ROTC 
is  how  to  be  a  leader.  I  never  ex¬ 
pected  this  when  I  first  joined. 
However,  ROTC  has  taught  me 
more  on  how  to  be  a  leader  than 
any  of  my  university  management 
courses.  The  training  is  hard  and 
fast  at  times  but  the  rewards  are 
that  of  self  confidence  and  a  true 
feeling  of  accomplishment.

Prisoners  of  conscience 


In  Yugoslavia,  a  phar¬ 
maceutical  chemist  makes  a 
number  of  critical  comments  as 
he  and  his  landlady  watch  a 
television  news  program,  and 
afterward  this  private  conversa¬ 
tion  appears  in  his  indictment  for 
“hostile  propaganda'’  against  the 
state  and  helps  send  him  to  prison 
for  12  years.  He  is  a  prisoner  of 
conscience. 

In  El  Salvador,  two  married 
couples  and  three  young  children 
are  staying  at  a  friend’s  house 
while  she  is  away  when  uniform¬ 
ed  members  of  the  security  forces 
burst  in,  demanding  to  know 
where  the  friend  is.  They  torture 
the  adults  in  front  of  the  children, 
then  beat  the  screaming  children, 
one  age  five,  before  taking  them 
all  to  San  Salvador’s  central  bar¬ 
racks.  Some  days  later  the 
children  are  found  in  a  juvenile 
reform  center.  The  adults  have 
“disappeared”. 

In  the  People’s  Republic  of 


China,  a  church  leader  is  arrested 
during  a  nation-wide  “purifica¬ 
tion”  campaign.  Twenty-five 
years  later  the  bishop  is  still  in 
prison.  He  is  now  in  his  80’s.  He 
is  a  prisoner  of  conscience. 

Half  the  world’s  countries  have 
prisoners  of  conscience,  people 
detained  because  of  their  beliefs, 
color,  sex,  ethnic  origin, 
language  or  religion  who  have  not 
used  nor  advocated  violence. 

Some  are  detained  because  of 
their  political  or  religious  affilia¬ 
tions.  Some  may  be  conscientious 
objectors  to  military  service. 
Some  are  placed  in  prison 
because  family  members  are 
political  or  religous  activists. 
OThey  have  been  imprisoned  for 
having  tried  to  publicize  human 
rights  violations  in  their  coun¬ 
tries.  Ethnic  minorities  in  various 
countries  have  been  jailed  for  at¬ 
tempting  to  achieve  some  amount 
of  autonomy  or  to  practice  their 
customs.  Trade  union  activities  or 


the  holding  of  strikes  or 
demonstrations  have  been  causes 
of  imprisonment  as  well  -  all  ac¬ 
tions  performed  in  exercise  of  the 
rights  to  freedom  of  expression, 
association,  assembly  or 
movement. 

Amnesty  International  seeks 
the  unconditional  release  of  all 
prisoners  of  conscience, 
regardless  of  the  circumstances  of 
their  imprisonment  or  the 
political  situation  in  the  country 
where  they  are  being  held.  Local 
AI  groups  “adopt”  the  case  of  a 
prisoner  of  conscience,  and  work 
on  his/her  behalf  until  that  person 
is  free. 

Each  week  one  of  these 
adopted  prisoners  cases  is 
featured  in  The  Connector.  Please 
read  the  case  and  write  a  letter  on 
behalf  of  this  individual.  Your 
letter  could  possibly  free  someone 
from  unjust  imprisonment,  tor¬ 
ture,  or  execution.

Residence  Life 
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Your  chances  with  “Choices 
are  better  than  you  think!! _ 


Several  students  have  express¬ 
ed  concern  that  their  opportunity 
to  move  into  one  of  the  new  suite 
style  residence  halls  is  severely 
limited  unless  they  are  a  Junior  or 
a  Senior.  Recently  a  resident 
Sophomore  desiring  to  live  in  an 
eight  person  suite  with  his  friends 
felt  their  chances  were  “1000  to 
1”.  Not  so!!  Sophomores  and 
even  freshmen  have  a  much  bet¬ 
ter  chance  at  securing  a  space  in 
a  suite  than  may  be  readily  ap¬ 
parent. 

Fewer  than  30%  of  the  current 
on-campus  population  are  juniors 
and  seniors.  Most  of  those  seniors 
will  graduate  this  June  and  thus 
will  not  participate  in  the  housing 
selection  process  at  all.  Of  the  re¬ 
maining  70%,  some  students  will 
choose  to  move  off-campus  or 
transfer.

Albert  Mukong,  detained 
without  trial  since  June  1988,  is 
brought  to  trial  charged  with 
subversive  language  detrimental 
to  the  government  and  the  head 
of  state,  and  may  be  imprisoned 
for  up  to  five  years. 

Albert  Mukong  was  arrested  on 
June  16,  1988  after  criticizing  the 
Cameroon  government  in  radio 
interviews  with  the  British  Broad¬ 
casting  Corporation  (BBC).  In  the 
BBC  broadcasts  he  talked  about 
his  detention  in  the  1970’s,  and 
the  torture  which  took  place  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  paramilitary 
police  under  the  previous  govern¬ 
ment.  He  also  criticized  the  way 
recent  parliamentary  elections 
had  been  organized  and  high  level 
corruption  within  the  present 
government. 

He  is  being  held  in  Central 
Prison  in  Bamenda  in  western 
Cameroon.  He  is  allowed  access 
to  his  family  and  his  lawyer.  He 
is  reported  to  be  in  reasonable 
health.  A  habeas  corpus  writ  was 
sought  through  the  civilian  courts 
in  Bamenda  in  late  1988.  This 
was  apparently  refused  on  the 


grounds  that  Mukong ’s  case  did 
not  fall  within  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  court.  He  was  subsequently 
charged  with  using  subversive 
language  detrimental  to  the 
government  and  the  head  of  state 
under  ordinance  no.  62/of/ 18  of 
March  12,  1962  which  was  in¬ 
troduced  for  repressing  subver¬ 
sive  activities.  This  charge  carries 
a  sentence  of  up  to  five  years  im¬ 
prisonment. 

His  trial  will  be  presided  over 
by  a  civilian  judge  and  a  member 
of  the  armed  forces  sitting  as  an 
assessor.  If  convicted,  Mukong 
will  apparently  be  able  to  appeal 
against  his  sentence  to  the  civilian 
court  of  appeal. 

Amnesty  International  believes 
Albert  Mukong  to  be  a  prisoner 
of  conscience,  imprisoned  solely 
on  account  of  the  expression  of 
his  non-violent  political  views, 
and  is  caling  for  his  immediate 
and  unconditional  release.

Your  excellency, 

I  am  a  student  at  the  university 
level  in  the  United  States.  The 
case  of  Albert  Mukong  has 


recently  come  to  my  attention.  He 
is  shortly  to  be  tried  by  a  military 
court  charged  with  subversive  ac¬ 
tivities  which  carries  a  sentence 
of  up  to  five  years  imprisonment. 
I  believe  that  he  is  a  prisoner  of 
conscience  being  held  for  the 
non-violent  expression  of  his 
political  views.  I  am  appealing  to 
you  for  his  immediate  and  uncon¬ 
ditional  release.  Please  take  this 
matter  under  consideration.

To  bill,  or  not  to  bill 

Currently,  all  full-time  day  students  have  an  optional  $4 
charge  on  their  bill  every  semester  that  goes  to  the  Masspirg 
group.  If  you  check  a  box  marked  on  your  bill,  you  subtract  $4 
from  your  bill.  I  would  be  very  curious  as  to  how  many  students 
actually  realize  this  and  how  many  students  pay  this  fee  without 
knowing  what  it  is,  what  it  is  for,  and  that  they  actually  do  not 
have  to  pay  it  at  all. 

Out  of  the  approximately  $1 0,000  they  collect  every  semester, 
less  than  15%  of  that  is  returned  to  the  university  community. 
Their  main  function  is  that  of  being  a  statewide  lobbying 
organization.  I’m  sure  that  this  would  be  fine  with  most  students 
if  they  were  lobbying  on  behalf  of  the  University  of  Lowell,  or 
even  other  state  schools,  but  they  do  not.  They  lobby  for  their 
own  interests,  many  of  which  are  valid  issues,  but  they  do  not 
lobby  for  our  (the  students)  interests.  For  these  reasons  it  is 
very  inappropriate  for  this  group  to  be  soliciting  funds  from 
students  in  this  fashion  at  this  or  any  other  university.  The  cur¬ 
rent  proceedure  on  the  tuition  bill  is  this:  every  student  is 
automatically  charged  $4  per  semester.  If  the  student  does  not 
want  to  pay  this  fee  they  must  mark  a  box  on  the  bill,  subtract 
the  $4  from  the  bill,  and  figure  out  the  new  amount  owed.  I 
would  be  willing  to  bet  that  95%  of  all  incoming  freshman  pay 
this  fee  without  knowledge,  and  that  about  50%  of  the  rest  of 
the  students  that  pay  the  fee  also  do  it  unknowingly.  This  is 
flat  out  wrong.  This  proceedure  is  to  the  complete  benefit  of 
Masspirg.  There  would  be  less  opposition  to  this  if  the  pro¬ 
ceedure  were  the  other  way  around,  check  the  box  if  you  want 
to  add  $4  to  your  bill  for  Masspirg.  Their  funding  from  this 
university  would  drop  substantially. 

Another  complaint  is  that  Masspirg  is  virtually  unheard  on 
campus  except  when  elections  arrive.  Are  we  to  allow  this  group 
and  the  State  Student  Association  of  Massachusetts  the 
freedom  to  ignore  ULowell  for  two  years  and  then  flood  the  cam¬ 
pus  the  semester  they  need  our  support?  Don’t  give  them  that 
support. 

Student  Government  elections  are  coming  up  in  April  and 
yet  another  lobbying  group  is  going  to  try  to  get  themselves 
on  our  tuition  bill  under  the  same  format.  This  group  SSAM 
(State  Student  Association  of  Massachusetts)  is  not  looking  for 
the  same  $4  as  Masspirg,  but  the  concept  is  the  same.  In 
defense  of  SSAM,  they  are  more  in  tune  with  student  issues 
and  interests  than  Masspirg,  and  they  represent  the  various 
universities  within  the  state  college  system  speciffically.  No  mat¬ 
ter  who  the  fee  is  for,  the  process  of  the  ‘negative  checkoff’ 
system  is,  and  always  will  be,  unfair  to  students.  The  Student 
Government  ballot  will  have  a  referendum  question  to  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  ‘do  you  approve  of  SSAM  receiving  funding  from  a 
negative  checkoff  on  the  tuition  bill.  We  already  have  one  un¬ 
fair  fee  on  our  bill,  let’s  not  have  another.  Even  if  you  have  no 
interest  in  the  Student  Government  positions  up  for  elections, 
though  you  should,  you  certainly  should  be  interested  in  the 
fact  that  yet  another  fee  may  be  added  to  your  tuition  bill.  Urge 
everyone  to  get  out  and  vote  — vote  no  on  this  new  fee.  It  is 
unfair  to  students  and  should  not  exist  in  its  current  form. 

This  editorial  is  not  opposing  these  groups  per  se,  but  it  is 
opposed  to  the  way  they  are  or  may  be  funded.  These  groups 
serve  their  purpose,  but  let  them  do  their  own  fund  raising.  Don’t 
let  them  rely  on  an  unknowing  student’s  mistake.

Verses  generated  such  a  moral 
outrage  among  Muslims 
worldwide,  it  is  important  to 
understand  that  Islam  is  a  com¬ 
prehensive  religion,  in  which 
every  facet  of  the  believer’s  ac¬ 
tions  is  governed  by  a  code  of 
moral,  ethical  and  legal  conduct 
based  on  the  principal  tenet  that 
the  Quran  is  the  word  of  God 
transmitted  to  Prophet  Mohamm¬ 
ed  through  the  medium  of  Arch 
Angel  Gabriel;  and  that 
Mohammed  himself  is  the  role- 
model  to  whom  the  practical  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  Quranic  injunc¬ 
tions  has  been  ordained.  Satanic 
Verses,  which  has  been  describ¬ 
ed  as  an  “act  of  moral  van¬ 
dalism”  (Buchanan,  Boston

light,  totally  anti-Islamic:  It  is 
blasphemous  in  its  depiction  of 
Gabriel,  Prophet  Mohammed,  his 
wives  and  his  followers;  it  is 
hateful  in  its  portrayal  of 
Mohammed  (the  role-model)  as 
Mahound  (the  devil);  and  evil  in¬ 
ks  attempt  to  subvert  the  basic 
tenet  that  the  Quran  represents  the 
total  and  unadulterated  word  of 
God.  It  is  the  debasement  of  these 
beliefs  that  outraged  the  entire 
Muslim  world.  They  felt  that  the 


basic  principle  of  freedom  of  ex¬ 
pression  had  been  grotesquely 
abused  in  this  instance.  The 
author  has  used  it  as  a  license  to 
cause  severe  anguish  to  Muslims 
by  vilification,  mockery  and 
slander.  In  this  respect,  there  are 
legal  precedents  that  have  award¬ 
ed  judgement  against  the^ 
publishing  of  emotionally 
distressful  material.  It  is  pro¬ 
foundly  regrettable  that  the  deep 
outrage  that  some  Muslims  felt  by 
the  publication  of  this  book  has 
culminated  in  violence  in  certain 
countries.  MSA  of  ULowell  does 
not  advocate  or  condone  violence 
in  any  shape  or  form. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  our 
repeated  pleas  to  the  publishers 
before  the  publications  of  the 
book  had  been  totally  disregard¬ 
ed.  The  inevitable  has  happened. 

The  Association  hopes  that  all 
responsible  people,  specifically 
the  publishers,  book  distributors 
and  media,  will  discourage  the 
future  promotion  of  this  book.  In 
expressing  such  a  hope  we  are  not 
attempting  to  infringe  on  any  in¬ 
dividual’s  right  of  expression,  but 
requesting  that  the  legitimate  con¬ 
cerns  of  millions  of  others  be 
respected.

Morality  is

Boston-So  much  for  the  battle. 
Tower  has  been  toppled.  The 
would-be  Secretary  of  Defense 
couldn’t  defend  himself  suc¬ 
cessfully.  He  will  go  down  in  the 
annals  of  military  history  as  a 
man  defeated  by  the  troops  of 
New  Morality. 

Gary  Hart  and  the  A- word. 
Douglas  Ginsburg  and  marijuana. 
John  Tower  and  wine  and 
women.  Is  there  now  a  sin  screen 
to  public  office?  Has  the  country 
turned  right  and  righteous? 

The  reports  from  the  siege  of 
John  Tower  were  extraordinary. 
A  true  confession  of  adultery: 


“As  a  matter  of  fact  I  have 
broken  wedding  vows.”  A  pledge 
of  sobriety:  “I  hearby  swear  and 
undertake  that  if  confirmed... I 
will  not  consume  beverage 
alcohol  of  any  type  or  form.” 
More  than  one  saw  the  man  pickl¬ 
ed.  He  was  even  accused  of  the 
vice  of  avarice. 

Now  the  Tower  defeat  raises 
the  question  again.  Is  this  a 
teetotal  society  choosing  leaders 
the  way  they  might  choose  a 
designated  driver?  What  has  hap¬ 
pened  to  change  our  rules? 

Up  through  the  1950s,  most 
men  in  public  life  (and  they  were 
mostly  men)  were  covered  by  a 
kind  of  double  standard.  They 
were  expected  to  hold  up  the 
traditional  flag  of  piety  in  public. 
But  they  were  allowed  to  hide 
behind  the  flag  of  privacy  in  their 
personal  lives.  A  subclause  of  the 
gentleman’s  agreement  assumed 
that  there  was  little  connection 
between  the  private  and  public 
man. 

The  generation  of  the  late  Six¬ 
ties  condemned  this  double  stan¬ 
dard  as  two-faced.  They  didn’t 
care  what  anybody  did  as  long  as 


they  didn’t  lie  about.  They  were 
open-minded  about  every  “sin” 
except  the  sin  of  hypocrisy.  As 
for  sex,  drugs  and  rock-and-roll 
in  high  places:  Who  cared? 

And  now?  The  late  1980s  has 
seen  a  new  set  of  allies  emerge 
out  of  the  mostly  unlikely  old 
enemies.  A  coalition  of  brimstone 
and  Perrier.  It’s  the  coalition  that 
doomed  John  Tower. 

Today,  the  Bible  Belt  brigade 
calls  womanizing  an  evil.  The 
Rolling  Stone  regiments  describe 
it  as  tacky  or  exploitive.  For  one, 
it’s  a  sin  of  the  flesh;  for  the 
other,  a  breach  of  equality.  The 
fundamentalists  may  regard  booz¬ 
ing  as  a  sinful  activity.  The  new 
age  describes  it  as  self- 
destructive.  But  they  both  vote 
against  it. 

The  old-time  sin  watchers 
always  judged  the  private 
behavior  of  public  people  on 
religious  grounds.  Now  the  new- 
timers  judge  the  private  behavior 
of  public  people  on  the  grounds 
of  psychology  or  character.  What 
we  are  seeing,  as  baby-boom  wat¬ 
cher  Ralph  Whitehead,  Jr.,  puts 


it,  is  an  unexpected  merger  of 
“the  Puritanism  of  the  Bible  Belt 
and  the  sadder-but-wiser 
abstemiousness  of  a  younger 
generation.’’ 

The  signs  of  abstemiousness 
are  all  around  us.  In  this  month’s 
Glamour  magazine,  two  young 
women  wear  T-shirts  bearing  the 
slogan  of  their  generation.  One 
says  Abstinence.  The  other  says 
Moderation.  The  Calvin  Klein 
perfume  ads  once  featured  sexual 
proponents  of  Obsession.  Now 
they  promote  parent-and-child 
images  of  Eternity. 

It  is  easy  for  a  generation  that 
has  given  up  cocktails  at  night  so 
they  can  work  in  the  morning  to 
make  a  link  between  alcohol  and 
job  performance.  Especially  for 
a  Secretary  of  Defense  who  is 
literally  never  off  work. 

Repentance  is  also  ripe  among 
this  secular  crowd.  You  cannot 
read  a  magazine  or  watch  a  talk- 
show  without  confronting  the 
dramas  of  people  who  freed 
themselves  of  addictions,  drugs, 
smoking,  drinking.  Hallelujah!  If 
John  Tower’s  pledge  to  stop 


drinking  failed  to  impress  this 
new  audience,  it  was  because  he 
coupled  it  with  denial  rather  than 
confession. 

The  old  moralists  may  worry 
about  damnation.  The  new  ones 
worry  about  health,  mental  and 
physical.  They  each  judge  the 
people  in  public  life  according  to 
their  values.  In  this  controversy, 
Whitehead  says,  “The  ‘dries’ 
may  think  of  Tower  as  a  hopeless 
wet.  The  young  may  think  that  if 
you  haven’t  moved  out  of  fossil 
fuels  and  into  your  own  endor¬ 
phins,  you  aren’t  smart  enough  to 
run  the  Pentagon.  ’  ’  Wet  or  dumb, 
they  both  judge  Tower  lacking. 

The  rallying  cries  of  this  bitter 
Senate  fight  came  over  words  like 
“fitness,  ’  ’  ‘  ‘judgment,  ’  ’ 

“character.”  More  than  one 
senator  warned  the  others  that 
they  were  raising  the  moral  ante, 
the  standards  by  which  they  too 
may  be  judged.  They  can  count 
on  it. 

The  handwriting  on  the  wall  is 
written  in  two  very  distinct  styles. 
But  it’s  writ  large  enough  for 
everyone  in  public  life  to  see.

One  hundred  million  pounds  of 
hazardous  waste,  enough  to  fill  a 
stack  of  55-gallon  drums  120 
miles  high,  was  produced  by 
Massachusetts  industries  last  year 
reported  in  the  Boston  Globe  and 
Herald  last  fall.  The  report  was 
made  known  by  the 
Massachusetts  Public  Interst 
Research  Group  (MASSPIRG). 

About  one-third  of  the  waste 
went  directly  into  the  air,  land  or 
water.  Another  third  of  the  hazar¬ 
dous  waste  found  its  way  flushed 
down  the  drain  and  into  sewage 
treatment  plants.  Only  one-third 
was  properly  disposed  of. 

The  report  put  together  by 
MASSPIRG  tabulated  the  dump¬ 
ing  and  shipping  records  of  com¬ 
panies  who  handle  hazardous 
chemicals  in  1987. 

Already  42  communities  in 
Massachusetts  have  either  lost 
half  or  all  of  their  drinking  water 
supply.  Workers  who  have  been 
exposed  to  hazardous  chemicals 
have  suffered  serious  illness  and 
the  state’s  environmnet  has  been 
severely  damaged. 

The  potential  health  risks  range 
from  cancer  to  birth  defects  to 
kidney  and  liver  damaged  as 
reported  in  the  Herald. 

In  Lowell  there  are  nearly  25 


locations  that  are  either  classified 
or  used  as  toxic  waste  dumps  in¬ 
cluding  three  on  Broadway  Street 
near  the  South  Campus  of  the 
University  of  Lowell. 

MASSPIRG  along  with  115 
other  towns  and  organizations  in¬ 
cluding  the  Greater  Lowell  En¬ 
vironmental  Campaign,  the 
Highlands  Council  and  the 
Lowell  Conservation  Committee 
has  endorsed  a  Toxics  Use 
Reduction  (T.U.R.)  bill  on 
Beacon  Hill  designed  to  phase  out 
the  most  hazardous  toxics,  report 
the  amounts,  types  and  destina¬ 
tion  of  each  chemical  and 
establish  a  timetable  when  each 
hazardous  chemical  will  be  phas¬ 
ed  out. 

The  goal  of  MASSPIRG  at  the 
University  of  Lowell  is  to  collect 
over  500  student  signatures  to 
garner  the  support  and  endorse¬ 
ment  of  President  Hogan  for  the 
T.U.R.  bill. 

MASSPIRG  will  be  setting  up 
tables  in  the  North  Campus  com¬ 
muter  lounge  after  the  spring 
semester  break  with  a  Toxic  Taste 
Test  display  and  information. 

More  information  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  at  the  next  MASSPIRG 
meeting  on  March  16  at  3:30 
p.m.  in  Fox  509.

Yes,  there  is  another  side,  Mr.  Geary 


The  purpose  of  this  editorial  is 
to  dispell  the  myths  created  Paul 
Geary’s  article  “Political  science 
classes  need  a  broader  scope.”

MASSPIRG 


Legislators,  environmentalists, 
labor  organizations,  citizens,  and 
students  joined  forces  at  a  hear¬ 
ing  before  the  Natural  Resources 
Committee  calling  on  the 
legislature  to  reduce  the  use  of 
toxics  in  Massachusetts  by  pass¬ 
ing  the  Toxics  Use  Reduction  Bill 
(H.1929). 

“By  reducing  the  use  of 
dangerous  chemicals  we  can  pre¬ 
vent  pollution/'  said  student  John 
Hegarty,  the  MASSPIRG  Toxics 
use  Reduction  Campaign  Coor¬ 
dinator  from  the  University  of 
Lowell.  “Instead  of  cleaning  up 
after  ourselves,  we  can  protect 
workers,  consumers,  and  the  en¬ 
vironment  before  they  are 
threatened,  and  save 
Massachusetts’  companies  money 
too.” 

The  Toxics  Use  Reduction  Bill 
sponsored  by  Majority  Leader 
Charles  Flaherty  and  Represen¬ 
tative  Geoffrey  Beckwith  has  the 
support  of  128  legislators  and 
over  1 10  local  and  statewide 
organizations  including  The 
Massachusetts  Public  Interest 
Group,  The  Professional  Fire 
Fighters  of  Massachusetts,  ,  and 


the  Massachusetts  Association  of 
Conservation  Commissions,  and 
the  Greater  Lowell  Environmen¬ 
tal  Campaign. 

The  bill  would  require  large 
toxics  users  in  the  state  to  audit 
their  use  of  toxic  chemicals  and 
to  develop  plans  for  reduction.  It 
would  give  the  state  the  authori¬ 
ty  to  phase  out  use  of  particular¬ 
ly  dangerous  chemicals  while 
providing  companies  with 
technical  and  financial  assistance. 
At  the  local  level,  the  bill  would 
give  citizens,  workers,  and  local 
officials  access  to  critical  infor¬ 
mation  about  toxics  and  would 
enable  them  to  be  involved  in  the 
reduction  process.  Moreover,  the 
bill  grants  $2,000,000  dollars  to 
the  University  of  Lowell  to  set  up 
a  Toxics  Use  Reduction  Institute 
for  education,  training,  pilot  pro¬ 
jects  and  long-term  research. 

“We  need  to  start  today  if  we 
are  to  protect  ourselves  and  our 
environment  for  the  future,”  add¬ 
ed  Mr.  Hegarty.  “Passage  of  the 
Toxics  Use  Reduction  Bill  will 
put  Massachusetts  on  its  way  to 
a  safer,  cleaner,  toxics  free 
tomorrow.”

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How  to  use  e-mail

Many  faculty  who  use  Project 
Athena  believe  that  e-mail  is  the 
most  useful  feature.  Following  is 
a  short  tutorial  on  how  to  use  e- 
mail  on  the  ACC  computer. 

First  you  must  log  into  the 
ACC.  Find  a  terminal  that  has 
this  on  the  display:  VAX/ VMS 
V5.0-1  Academic  Computing 
Center;  Username: 

This  type  of  terminal  is  con¬ 
nected  directly  to  the  ACC  com¬ 
puter.  Some  terminals  have  a 
pound  sign  (#)  at  the  left  hand 
side.  This  type  of  terminal  is  con¬ 
nected  to  the  boradband  which  is 
a  network  connecting  many  com¬ 
puters  in  the  university,  including 
the  ACC. 

To  get  to  the  ACC  from  a 
broadband  terminal  type  ‘ac¬ 
cented  and  hit  the  RETURN  key 
(do  not  include  the  quotes).  You 
should  see  the  ACC  prompt  as 
above.  If  entering  ‘accented  does 
not  work,  try  entering  ‘elm'  or 
‘maple’.  If  these  do  not  work, 
then  try  entering  ‘call  acc’.  one 
of  these  methods  should  work. 

Once  you  get  to  the  ‘User- 
name:’  prompt,  enter  your  user- 


name.  Once  you  do  so,  you  will 
be  prompted  with  ‘Password:’ 
Enter  your  password.  You  won’t 
be  able  to  see  your  password  on 
the  terminal  as  you  type  it. 

If  you  don’t  know  your  user- 
name  and  password,  then  your 
departmental  office  should  have 
a  piece  of  paper  with  the  infor¬ 
mation.  If  your  departmental  of¬ 
fice  does  not  have  the  info,  then 
you  should  pay  a  visit  to  Olsen 
(1st  floor).  Your  username  should 
be  your  last  name  with  the  first 
letter  of  your  first  name  at  the 
end.  Your  password  should  be 
something  random. 

Once  you  login,  you  will  be 
bombarded  with  messages.  To 
read  the  messages,  enter  ‘y’  at 
each  (yngs)  prompt  or  if  you 
prefer,  enter  ‘q’  to  get  right  to 
business. 

You  should  be  at  the  VMS 
prompt  now:  a  ‘$’.  Enter  ‘mail’. 
You  should  see  the  ‘MAIL^’ 
prompt. 

Enter  ‘send’.  You  should  see 
the  ‘To:’  prompt.  At  this  point, 
enter  the  username  of  the  person 
you  wish  to  send  mail  to.  You 
could  send  mail  to  ‘SYSTEM’ 


and  tell  them  what  a  great  com¬ 
puter  they  have  or  you  could 
enter  BRUNNOCKS’  and  tell 
me  what  a  great  writer  I  am. 

Once  you  enter  someone’s 
username,  you  will  be  prompted 
with  ‘Subj:’.  This  is  VMS  shor¬ 
thand  for  ‘Subject’.  Enter  the 
subject  of  your  mail  message. 

Upon  doing  so,  you’ll  see  the 
message:  ‘Enter  your  message 
below.  Press  CTRL/Z  when 
complete,  or  CTRL/C  to  quit:’ 

Now  you  can  start  entering  the 
body  of  the  letter.  Hit  RETURN 
at  the  end  of  each  line.  You  can 
use  the  ‘delete’  key  to  erase 
mistakes. 

When  you  are  done  entering 
the  letter,  hold  down  the  ‘CTRL’ 
key  and  hit  the  ‘z’  key.  The  let¬ 
ter  will  be  on  its  way  to  the  ad¬ 
dressee.  If  you  made  an 
irreparable  mistake,  then  hold 
down  the  ‘CTRL’  key  and  hit  the 
‘c’  key. 

If  you  wish  to  read  your  mail, 
then  enter  ‘read’  at  the  ‘MAIL8’ 
prompt.  You  have  to  keep  enter¬ 
ing  ‘read’  for  every  page  of  text. 

That  is  how  to  use  mail.  I  hope 
that  you  learn  to  find  it  a  very 
useful  tool.

The  University  of  Lowell  golf 
team  is  preparing  for  what  should 
be  one  of  the  finest  spring  seasons 
in  school  history.  Ranked  second 
among  the  NCAA’s  Division  II 
District  One  teams  behind  peren¬ 
nial  power  Bryant  College,  the 
Chiefs  have  a  strong  combination 
of  returning  veterans  and  a  few 
promising  newcomers  to  build 
this  season’s  club  around. 

Leading  veteran  coach  Bob 
Callary's  squad  will  be  captain 
Gregg  Bonheur,  an  honorable 
mention  All-American  last  year. 
He  finished  35th  out  of  90  com¬ 
petitors  at  last  spring’s  NCAA 
Championship  after  being  among 
the  leaders  the  first  two  days. 
Bonheur  will  be  among  the  elite 
golfers  trying  to  earn  a  spot  in  this 
year’s  NCAA  Division  II  Na¬ 
tional  Tournament  hosted  by 


Gannon  University  (Erie,  PA) 
May  23-26. 

Along  with  Bonheur  will  be  Joe 
Maher  who  had  an  outstanding 
fall  season  capped  off  by  a  fourth 
place  (out  of  225  competitors)  in 
the  1988  New  England  Inter¬ 
collegiate  Fall  Golf  Champion¬ 
ship  at  New  Seabury  CC 
(Mashpee,  MA). 

Others  expected  to  by  vying  for 
a  spot  on  the  roster  will  be  Jay 
Fredette,  Tim  LaFrankie,  Jason 
Gurney.  Jim  Nicolosi,  Mitch 
Kamas,  and  Jeremy  Fennelly.

T  racksters 
wrap  it  up 

Annapolis,  MD-A  strong 
showing  for  the  Chiefs  ended  the 
indoor  track  season  on  a  good 
note.  Senior  captain  Mike  Wright 
captured  a  win  in  the  5000m  with 
a  time  of  15:08.  Mike’s  time  was 
a  personal  best  this  season  by  14 
seconds  and  just  missed  the 
EC  AC  record  by  only  4  seconds. 
Senior  Steve  Peterson  also  set  a 
personal  record  in  the  5000m 
with  a  time  of  15:40  and  placed 
an  impressive  seventh  place. 

Chelmsford’s  Mike  Chamberas 
also  notched  a  personal  best  in  the 
1500m.  Mike  placed  3rd  in  the 
field  with  a  4:01 --a  best  by  2 
seconds.  Teammated  Pat 
Sweeney  took  5th  with  4:07.  In 
the  1000m  Terence  White  ran  s 
splendidly  smooth  2:35  which 
placed  him  3rd  and  gave  him  a 
best  by  2  seconds.  Terence  is  by 
far  the  most  improved  runner  in 
the  squad  this  year.  His  relative 
newness  to  track  only  causes 
wonder  in  what  he  will  be  able  to 
do  in  the  outdoor  season. 

Jim  Duff  posted  a  2:05  in  the 
800m  despite  a  nasty  collision 
with  a  runner  who  fell  before 
him.  Jim’s  time  was  also  a  best 
by  3  seconds.  In  the  3000m,  Jim 
McGaugh  and  Jim  Lawless  sur¬ 
vived  a  torrid  early  pace  to  finish 
in  9: 10  and  9: 19  respectively.  In 
the  hurdles,  Bill  Bradbury  nothc 
a  3rd  place  with  a  time  of  8.02 
seconds.  All  in  all  a  pretty  good 
day  for  the  Chiefs  who  took  home 
5  All-EC  AC  individual  honors.
